After  debate  and  months  of  group 
and  Committee  submissions,  the  revised  paper 
was  ruled  by  the  Supreme  Court  on  Sept.  28, 
1981  legally  but  not  morally  right.  After  more 
debate  the  text  was  adopted  by  the  House  of 
Commons  on  Dec.  2,  1981  and  by  the  Senate  on 
Dec.  8,  1981.  Canada  no  longer  has  to  go  to 
Britain  for  changes  in  fundamental  law.  On 
April  17,  1982  Canada's  Constitution  was 
brought  home.

The  publication  that  you  are  reading  is  the  result  of  one  year  of  hard  work  at  one  of  two  typewriters,  four 
desks,  two  cities,  two  darkrooms  and  numerous  eating  establishments  by  less  than  a  handful  of  people. 

Resolution  undertook  this  year  to  bring  in  its  advertising  itself  and  came  across  a  number  of  problems.  Firstly, 
the  few  students  who  volunteered  to  do  the  job  found  themselves  unable  to  find  the  necessary  time  needed  to 
devote  to  the  task.  Secondly,  a  last  ditch  effort  to  go  back  to  an  advertising  agent  failed  in  that  they  didn't  want 
to  spend  the  time  on  our  publication  but  mainly,  our  economic  situation  in  Canada  at  this  time  is  resulting  in 
fewer  advertising  expenses  by  businesses  and  is  effecting  all  publications  such  as  this.  Therefore  costs  had  to  be 
cut  early  in  the  winter. 

Nevertheless  what  has  resulted  is  a  fine  collection  of  photographic  art  by  students  in  residence  and  an  overview 
of  what  residence  life  was  for  our  community  this  past  year.  After  taking  such  a  tremendous  task  of  making  the 
yearbook  a  success,  let  me  now  share  some  thoughts  and  information  with  you. 

Investigations  made  by  myself  into  the  operation  of  the  yearbook  showed  that  the  Association  has  always  been 
one  year  behind  in  payment  of  the  book.  This  meant  that  your  yearbook  fee  was  being  used  to  pay  for  the 
previous  year's  publication.  This  made  it  impossible  for  having  a  spring  delivery  book,  a  must  for  cutting  costs 
and  full  distribution.  I  undertook  to  propose  a  new  financial  plan  for  Resolution,  a  plan  that  has  been  since 
adopted.  It  will  now  be  possible  to  have  a  spring  delivery  in  1984  with  two  publications  delivered  in  the  same 
year. 

I  have  found  it  very  disappointing  that  students  wish  and  expect  a  yearbook  without  putting  their  own  con- 
tribution into  it.  These  same  students  are  the  ones  that  then  complain  about  the  content  or  tardiness  of  the 
publication.  On  this  the  20th  anniversary  of  this  great  residence  of  ours,  please  help  the  yearbook  staff  in 
producing  a  very  rewarding  production. 
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
